But, 
nothing could justify the issuing of a spurious 
and mutilated ‘edition at Dublin, in 1805, one 
year after the decease of Dr. Whitehead, with 
his name in the title page. This thing, how- 
ever, was not done, so far as we can learn, un- 
der the auspices and by the direction of the 
preachers. At least, we know of no evidence 
to sustain such a charge. id 
But, in 1821, the Rev. Henry Moore publish 
lished a Life of John Wesley, together with that 
of his brother Charles, which was republished 
in New-York, and has been circulated among 
the Methodists every where, as authentic and 
original, having received, if we mistake not, 
the sanction of the church on both sides of the 
Atlantie.. This work, we apprehend, is one of 
the most monstrous plagiarisms, ever imposed 
upon acredulous public. The following charges 
are made, and, we presume, can be sustained by 
a fair examination. 
1. Mr. Moore transcribed nearly the whole of 
Dr. W’s. account of the Wesley family, verbatim. 
2. Mr. Moore transcribed from Dr. W’s. Life 
of Charles Wesley, nearly the whole, verbatim. 
3. Mr. Moore transcribed nearly the whole of 
Dr. Wesley’s Life of John Wesley, verbatim, 
4. Mr. Moore transcribed not only Dr. W.’s 
original documents, but also most of his refer- 
ences to Mss., his notes, dissertations, reflec- 
tions, transactions, and personal knowledge of 
transactigns assuming, to speak in his own per- 
son. 
5. Mr. Moore concealed the plagiarism, by 
blending the Lives of J. and C. Wesley, instead 
of giving them separately, as had been done by 
Dr. Whitehead, first copying from the Life of 
the former, then from that of the latter, and so 
on, making up his work, with unimportant ad- 
ditions. 
These are grave charges, for Mr. Moore is or 
was (we know not whether he is now alive,) 
a highly respectable minister in the Methodist 
connexion in England; and this work, which he 
has put forth as his own, is no more his, than his 
coat would be the property of him, who should 
take it by force or stealth, and add to it a few 
buttons, or somewhat alter its fit. 

We have some personal knowledge on the

The firebrand of the Senator was, a meek re- 
quest that they might be permitted to vote for 
the admission of Florida as a slave State, with- 
out being compelled to give their sanction to 
the authority to pass laws for the perpetual en- 
slavement of a portion of their own constitu- 
ents!

“The Wandering Jew.”

We have read the Wandering Jew, with care, 
and with pleasure. Here and there we found 
sentiments that did not suit our religious opin- 
ions—but the man must be over-righteous who 
pronounces it an anti-religious work. The gen- 
eral tone of the book thus far, is decidedly mo- 
ral, and, according to our apprehension, reli- 
gious. The author sympathizes with the suf. 
ferings of the poor and oppressed—draws some 
of his most beautiful characters from low life— 
exposes hypocracy and cant—treats true re- 
ligion with reverence—is a profound lover of 
freedom and progress. That the work should 
be deemed irreligious by all that mongrel class 
of conservatives in Church and State, who hold 
that whatever is, is right, and whatever has 
not been, ought not to be, is not at all wonder- 
ful. True religion with these men is simple, 
blind conformity to established creeds and usa- 
ges. The idea of independence is sin. 

Bulwer and Eugene Sue are thought by some 
to belong to the same school. It is a mistake. 
There is much in the brillidp dialogue, the in- 
genuity of narrative, the abhorrence of preten-

This cannot be charged upon Eugene Sue.— 
In ‘the description of his vicious characters, 
while careful to exhibit all the circumstances 
which can palliate the acts of those, for whom 
he secks your sympathy, he does not attempt a 
justification of their deeds—he docs not put 
darkness for light. Nor in describing the reli- 
gious sham, does he attempt insidiously, to 
awaken a dislike or disbelief of true religion. 
His great labor is, to be true to nature. 

The only harm that can result from reading 
his Wandering Jew, is the over-excitement of 
the passions, but this is an effect produced by 
all fiction of the higher order. In the work re- 
ferred to, however, it is counteracted in part by 
the intellectual effort required on the part of 
the reader to enter fully into the train of 
thought of the author. af 

As it regards the influence of the book on Je- 
suitism, whether that be as wicked as its foes 
believe it to be, or as blessed as its friends rep- 
resent it, this work of Eugene Sue, in our esti- 
mation, has done and will do more, to excite a 
deep popular feeling against it, than all the 
learned dissertations, and newspaper denuncia- 
tions about it for the last quarter of a century. 
As to our opinions on the question of novel- 
reading generally, we do not wish to be com- 
mitted by any thing we have said of Eugene 
‘Sue. That is a question upon which we may 
take occasion hereafter to make a remark or 
two.

The bill for the establishment of a territori- 
al government in Nebraska, reported in the 
Honse.of Representatives by the Committee on 
Territories, was mot acted upon at the late ses- 
sion. The object of its introduction was pain- 
ed;—the subject was brought to the attention 
of the American People. The next Congress 
will doubtless be called upon to take definitive 
action concerning it. 
In the National Intelligencer, we notice a 
communication from a gentleman in the “Far 
West,” referred to as of “high character for in- 
telligence,” who speaks in disparaging terms 
of the project. So far as we can judge, there 
is nothing in the communication itself-evin-’ 
cing intimate knowledge of the subject; oF pe- 
culiar soundness of judgment. His ‘object 
seems to be, to show that the Secretary of War, 
in recommending the organization of such a 
government, acted unadvisedly, if not unjust- 
ly towards our Aborigines. We cannot thus 
interpret his policy. .

Commencing at 
the mouth of the Kanzas, below Fort Leaven- 
worth, and running up the Missouri.river to 
the mouth of the Running Water river, it fol- 
lows that stream to the head of the Northern 
branch, thence duc West to the Wind river 
chain. From this point, turning southwardly, 
it continues along the Wind river range, and 
the main chain of the Rocky Mountains, to the 
head of the Arkansas, and following that stream 
to the mouth of the Pawnec Fork, passes by 
the heads of the Nesoho and Osage riversagain 
to the mouth of the Kanzas.__It constitutes a 
territory nearly as large as that of Texas, al- 
most the whole of it lying above thirty-eight 
degrees north latitude. 
Accounts differ as to its fertility. In 
the report of the Secretary of War, it is 
stated, that the eastern section from the Mis- 
souri river westward for 250 miles, is of great 
agricultural beauty and facilitics, thickly tim- 
beredon the numerous tributaries of the Kan- 
zas, Osage, and Neosho rivers, and in fertility 
equal.to the best land in Missouri: and that, 
from the line of this fertile portion, westward, 
for the space of four hundred miles, the coun- 
try is entirely covered with rich grasses, which 
improve in quantity and quality up to the snow 
of the mountains.

Lead, 

Among other articles which are henceforth 
to be received by England free of duty, is Lead. 
The New York Sun, commenting upon the 
new Tariff, says: “A great noise is made in 
England at the progress of Free Trade in- 
dicated by a proposition of Ministers to abol- 
ish certain duties, but the articles admit- 
ted from this ‘country free of duty, under the 
proposed regulation, are not of much value.”— 
| ‘That paper ean never see any thing important. 
as anarticle of export, but cotton. ‘T'o the 
staples of the West, it is as indifferent as if it 
did not constitute a part of the Union. 

We, in the West, are apt to attacha little im- 
portance to Lard, and Lard Oil, and to calen- 
late somewhat largely on the effects its in- 
creased export is to have upon our agriculture 
generally. And so, too, when we remember, 
that twenty-five years ago, the mines of lead 
in the Northwest scarcely attracted any 
attention; that now they are found to be 
inexhaustible ; that in 1844, the quantity 
produced amounted to forty-two mihobs of 
pounds, being an increase of eleven ions 
over the amount in 1842; that one-half, at 
least, is exported; and that no limit can be set 
to the increase of the export hereafter, but the 
wants of the foreign market;—we cannot but 
think that the proposed modification of the 
British tariff by which this article will be ad- 
mitted duty-free, is of vast importance to the 
interests of the West.: 

A writer in the National Intelligencer gives 
an interesting account of the lead lands, in 
Wisconsin and Missouri. In the territory, it is 
the policy of the settlers, not having titles to 
their lands, not to develop the treasures they 
contain,lest it might enhance the value of them 
before the price shall be fixed by Congress. He 
says: “Of late there is apparently no end to 
the number of new and rich diggings that are 
being opened, some of which are unparalleled 
for extent and richness, in lead-mining, in the 
world. 

A very rich “lead” has been lately struck, 
within two miles of Galena, which, it is suppo- 
| sed, will be quite equal to the Great Whitam 
Lead. 

“In the vicinity of Elizabeth (called Apple 
River Diggings,) more leads have been struck 
within the last few weeks than for years before, 
and that town, in consequence, has doubled its 
population of one thousand in a very short 
time.” 

Many of the miners state, and the corres- 
pondent of the Intelligencer believes, that 
a field of some 30 acres in extent, near that 
town, will prove to be one entire sheet. of min- 
eral,at the depth of about 30 fect below the 
surface. 

In Wisconsin, the discovery of new leads is 
becoming so common, as to excite no surprise.

THE BIBLE vs. SLAVERY—NO. 10. 


As Elder Thomas Campbell has entirely 
overlooked James 5: 1-4, 1 wish to call his 
particular attention to the passage. It is 
admitted as a_ well authenticated and well 
established fact that the Apostles were every 
where surrounded with slavery—during the 
whole period of their ministry, that except 
among the Jewe, nearly all the servants in the- 
Roman Empire were slaves, Free servants of 
every description received regular wages then, 
as they do now, and had the same legal right to 
them, and to actions at law for their recovery, 
as such servants have now. But slavery had no 
such right to wages, nor did they ever receive 
any, such a right in them would have been fa- 
tal to their enslavement, for a right to wages 
implies and secures a right to property, and 
this latter a right to liberty and security, with- 
out which the right of property cannot exist. 
For this reason slaves never receive any wages, 
and then, as now, in other slave countries, there 
were no servants in the Roman Empire, except 
slaves, but what received wages. ‘The Apostle 
James then, in this passage, uttered his inspired 
rebuke of THE LEGAL TREATMENT OF SLAVES, 
that is, their treatment according to Roman 
slave laws enacted by the legislature or sover- 
eign power of the empire. Hore is a specimen 
of the most direct and severe reprobation of the 
practice of slavery to’be found in the scriptures, 
does Elder Thomas Campbell believe that God, 
by the pen of his inspired Apostle, meant to 
censure, condemn, denounce and anathematize a 
pructice, which, according to the previous rea- 
soning in ie letter, he spycobajed ond setified 

ly the isapired pens of the other ostles!—

If so let him speak out and avow his belief. 
THE EPISTLE OF PAUL TO PHILEMON. 

This epistle is unnoticed by Elder Thomas 
Campbell in his letter. In order to understand 
it with clearness, I will divide my remarks in- 
to two heads. 1st—The grand. mistake made 
in this case by defenders of Slavery, ‘is in 
asserting that Onesimus was @ slave, contrary 
to the literal evidence of his ‘specific character 
contained in the Epistle or letter to Philemon. 
This evidence is as follows: In the 16th verse 
he is indirectly called a “ doulos,” or general 
“servant ;” which, unless the description in the 
context proves the fact otherwise, is, as it now 
is with us, always to be understood to mean a 
free servant, such being always the literal 


meaning of the Greek word “doulos,” as every | 


Greek reader knows. Inthe statement made 
at the end of the epistle, which was probably 
the superscription or direction written on the 
back of it, Onesimus is called an “Oiketes,” or 
“domestic servant.” Such being the literal 
meaning of this Greek word, and always means 
a free servant, unless the description in the 
context shows the meaning to be otherwise. 
Now there is no part of the epistle that de- 
scribes Onesimus as a slave, in any respect, but 
merely asa servant of some description or oth- 
er, who had left his master’s service. ‘The 
Greek word for slave is “andrapodon”—plural, 
“andrapoda”—and it is strange, indeed, if Ones- 
imus was areal “andrapodon,” or slave, that he 
should neither be called one nor described as 
one in the Epistle, especially as Paul was a 
man of great learning, for his time, as his wri- 
tings show, and was perfectly acquainted with 
the structure and use of the language which he 
wrote in. But this isnot all. In the 18th and 
19 verses the Apostle treats. the case as it were 
possible for Onesimus to owe Philemon, which 
was impossible if Onesimus was hus slave, for 
a real slave can no more owe his master than a 
horse, a piece of furniture, or any other article 
of property can, as every lawyer, and even ev- 
ery slaveholder, well knows; whereasa free ser- 
vant can as properly owe his master as any bo- 
dy else. A slave cannot owe his master, be- 
cause heand all that he possesses already belong 
to the latter, who can take the same by force 
at any time, and has@@,action at law because 
he needs none to recover such a supposed debt. 
What would our slaveholders say of a supposed 
legal obligation to sell their slaves, before they 
could legally recover supposed debts due them 
rom the latter!! AsI hold.it to have beeu 
impossible that the Apostle Paul, learned as 
he was, and guided by inspiration besides, . to 
have made such a legal blunder as this, I con- 
clude that Onesimus wag a free servani, and 
not aslave, Had the fact been otherwise Paul 
never would have used such lan e; for no 
man ever knew better than he, that the ‘natu- 
ral and moral indebtedness is always from the 
master to the slave, and never from the latter 
to the former. 
Christian or moral analogy also forbid the 
belief that Onesimus waé a slave. | It.appears 
from the epistle that Philemon. had , been .ad- 
mitted a member, and probably a preacher in 
the Christian church, some time before the 
Apostle first saw Onesimus; but I do: not be- 
lieve it possible that either Paul or any of the 
other Apostles who had at that time the man- 
agement of the whole Church under their en- 
tire control, would have admitted a person into 
the Church, and called him “dearly beloved” 
(vs. 1) and “brother” (vs. 8,) who they knew 
was still guilty of the great crime so severel 
condemned in Ex. 21:16, Deut. 24:7, Matthew 5: 
17-18, James 5:4, as well as in other parts of 
the Scriptures, and especially by Paul himself, 
in 1 Timothy 1:9-10. I would as soon believe 
that Paul and the other Apostles would have 
admitted into the Church persons still guilty 
of the crimes enumerated in the latter passage, 
or described in the other parts of the Scrip- 
tures, as thut they would have admitted unre- 
pentant and unreformed slaveholders into the 
Church ; nor do I believe they would have 
thought a slave could have wronged his master 
or owner (v8, 18) by leaving his service, or run- 
ning away from him—contrary to the teaching 
of the Good Book, as-follows : 


“Thou shalt not deliver unto his master the 
servant which has escaped from his master un- 
to thee: He shall dwell with thee, even among 
you, in that place which he shall choose in one 
of thy gates, where it liketh him best. © Thou 
shalt not oppress him.”—Deut, 23:15-16. See 
also 1 Cor. 7:21-23, &c. 

Paul had a most learned and critical know!l- 
edge of the Levitical law, and no man ever un- 
derstood its spirit, a8 well ‘as letter, more ‘ex- 
actly.

before they learn to use it. as we do. As to

“Inveigled”™—“Spirited Away.” 

The Louisville Morning Courier would do 
well not to rely upon certain prints in this 
place, in any matter relating to slaves. The 
editor ina free State who can prostitute him- 
self so far as to support a system, which en- 
lightened slaveholders themselves regard as a 
crime, is too mean to be trusted. 

The servant of Senator Johnson, so far as we 
can learn, was neither “inveigled” nor “spirit- 
ed” away. Some time since, after a full exam- 
ination, Judge Read, of the Supreme Court of 
Ohio, of the straitest sect of the Democracy, 
decided that, the relation of slavery was strict- 
ly territorial, and the moment the master 
brought his servant upon the soil of Ohio, he 
became free. Every one of the leading news- 
papers of Cincinnati published the decision, 
and the part just referred to was republished 
in Louisville. The thing was made notorious 
as far as the press could speak. 

In view of all this, Senator Johnson brought 
his servant into the territory of Ohio, within 
the action of our laws, as decided by Judge 
Read, and that servant became free., He 
was neither “inveigled” nor “spirited” away, 
but having arrived at a knowledge of his rights, | 
under said decision of a Democratic Judge, he 
asserted them. 

In all this, there is no just cause for irrita- 
tion. No law of a slave State has been inter- 
fered with; the laws of Ohio have simply been 
enforced upon her own soil. These laws may 
operate to the inconvenience of our Southern 
neighbors in certain cases, but, on due reflec- 
tion, if reasonable, they will perceive that Ohio 
ought not to suspend the operation of her free 
institutions upon her own soil, in favor of what 
they themselves admit to bea claim, strictly 
local, and against natural right.

Moody's 
article appeared—that he meant only what some 
are pleased to call the Garrison party, and Scott- 
ites, the latter being a nickname for Wesleyan 
Methodist. 

He knows that abolition is one thing, and 
that the errors of those who hold abolition sen- 
timent have nothing to do with abolition; if he 
desired to denounecethose* supposed errors, he 
could define and then rebuke them; but this 
appears not to be his purpose, it is abolition that 
he denounces, and though he may be opposed 
to slavery in the abstract, with many others, his 
article shows that like all abstractionists he 
hates abolition as bad, if not worse than slavery. 
To be certain of his purpose, addressed him a 
note, inquiring whether his denunciation. in- 
cluded the class who hold the sentiment defined 
by me in the W.C. Advocate and hehus de- 
clined answering my note.

The 
terms ultra, modern, fanatical, &c., &c.; have 
fixed sense, and southern men or their friends 
make no such distinction. It is unkind to use 
a term that nine.tenths of the people apply to 
all abolitionists and then in private say that it 
only means e few. 

If abolitionists -all feel as 1 do, they will not 
thank their opponents for attempting to show 
that abolition is not abolition, that the thousands 
who hold these sentiments do not hold the sen- 
timents that Brother Moody and his friends 
have agreed to call abolition and denounce ; a. 
—- policy might induce us to allow a line 
to be drawn, and we tobe called by some name 
not so odious, but it would not be honest or 
christian like. 

Abolition expresses our sentiment as well as 
any term we can use; it means action, or active 
opposition to slavery, while mere anti-slavery 
expresses a silent and harmless opposition to 
slavery but deprecates all action to abolish it. 
We do not seek to avoid the odium of aboli- 
tion, the sentiment is the'same whether. held 
by Garrison, Scott, C. M. Clay, or any other 
person, and it will not answer much longer to 
get up an imaginary character calling it aboli- 
tion, and then set to and abuse all abolitionists 
on the ground that they hold certain doctrines 
which in fact have nothing to do with the sen- 
timent denounced by name. 
Honest abolitionists will not allow their ene- 
mies ¢o divide them,—they that are not for us, 
are against us, and they that gather not with us, 
scatter abroad: has Brother Moody moral courage 
to allow the true definition of this doctrine or 
class as stated by me in the Advocate, to stand,

Boot and Shoe Mantifactory in Cine 
cinnati, 


A few days. since we wepeee into thé Boot 
and Shoe Manufactory of ait ee ee 
on Broadway, opposite Lower Market. street, 
where we had an opportunity of caper, the 
making of Boots and Shoes on a large scale.— 
Messrs, C, & Co. employ from 80 to 100° men, 
and 15 to 20 women, and turn ont 600 pairs of 
Boots, and 150 to 200 pairs of Shoes per week. 
The shop is in the most perfect order, each man 
having his own peculiar branch of business.— 
One man is constantly engaged in cutting soles, 
another in preparing the “uppers,” another 

—another sews, and another trims. Each 
t or Shoe passes through five or six diffcreut 
hands before it is ready for packing. The 
whole concern is under the superintendence of 
Mr. C. ‘himself. No intoxicating drinks are 
allowed on the premises, and no idlers are suf- 
fered to lounge about. The shop is a miniature 
world—each man earnestly engaged in his own 
business. 

This is the first manufactory of the kind in 
the West, and its operation has proved success- 
ful. It now supplies about one-fifth of the city 
demand besides making large shipments to St. 
Louis, and other places south and. west. We 
were assured by Mr. C. who was.a manufacturer 
East, that shoes can be made cheaper and bet- 
ter here than in the New England States.— 
Much of the leather used there is shipped from 
the West, made up and reshipped back agai 

The cost of transportation on one pair of thic 

boots is about 124 cents, the cost of transport- 
ing the leather from four to six cents. , This is 
saved. Beside this saving, the labor is cheaper, 
living cheaper, and every thing else cheaper. 
This enterprise beside being a personal benefit, 
is a benefit to the city, It+has already picked 
up quite a number of boys from the streets ‘to 
whom it. gives employment. They are able to 
earn from fifty, cents to one dollar per day, 
enough to give them.a good living and some-
